No hikes 
in budget 


Council. Proposal sees 
taxes and transit fares 
holding steady

Halifax regional council 
had its first look at the pro¬ 
posed 2012-13 operating 
budget on Tuesday. 

Richard Butts, HRM’s 
chief administrative offi¬ 
cer, said the average single¬ 
family home won’t see a 
tax increase, nor will the 
average commercial rate go 
up. Metro Transit fares also 
won’t increase. 

In total, the budget 
would decrease revenues 
by $700,000. Butts said that 
money would be recouped 
via realignment, efficien¬ 
cies and the elimination of 
50 city positions. 

Mayor Peter Kelly said he 
was pleased with Butts’ first 
full budget. 

“Certainly the targets 
have been hit. We cer¬ 
tainly challenged him to 
bring down costs, to reduce

staff and to reduce the tax 
rate. All those have been 
achieved in this budget,” he 
said. 

“It’s certainly a well- 
thought-out budget and one 
that will, I think, get the 
support of all of council.” 

The budget would give 
the city a 311 call centre to 
replace the 490-4000 num¬ 
ber for all inquiries from 
the public. 

HRM would also get its 
long-awaited airport bus, 
with a Metro X service from 
Halifax Stanfield Inter¬ 
national Airport to down¬ 
town Halifax. 

The capital budget would 
put money into expanding 
the Bedford/Hammonds 
Plains Community Centre 
and Phase 2 for the Oval. It 
would also set aside money 
to buy replacement buses in 
the coming decade.

Coun. Bob Harvey’s attempt to 
take down Skye Halifax didn’t 
fly with regional council on 
Tuesday. 

“It’s an assault on the 
downtown Halifax plan, HR- 
MbyDesign, and it is further¬ 
more disrespectful to the 
three-year public process that 
resulted in HRMbyDesign,” 
Harvey said, asking council 
to rescind its earlier decision 
to move forward to a public 
hearing on the development. 

Skye Halifax is the 48-stor¬ 
ey building planned for 1591 
Granville St. and it’s over 
double the height require¬ 
ments for the area.

HRM sticking with e-voting firm for election 



Mayor Peter Kelly says HRM 
plans to stick with the e- 
voting firm that worked the 
troubled federal NDP conven¬ 
tion for its municipal elec¬ 
tions in the fall. 

Scytl faced questions after 
e-voters endured lengthy de¬ 
lays in last weekend’s NDP 
convention in Toronto. 

That prompted Kelly to 
review having Scytl handle 
HRM’s elections. Kelly met 
with senior company officials 
on Tuesday and said he was 
confident they could handle 
HRM’s voting day. 

“The system at no time 
was breached,” Kelly said. 
“Clearly they’re taking it very

seriously and they’ll do what 
they need to do to mitigate 
such occurrences.” 

Scytl sent a media release 
saying the delays were caused 
by a distributed denial-of-ser- 
vice attack and not flaws in 
their system. 

“We deeply regret the in¬ 


convenience to NDP voters 
caused by this malicious, mas¬ 
sive, orchestrated attempt to 
thwart democracy,” said Su¬ 
san Crutchlow, general man¬ 
ager of Scytl Canada. “We are 
proud that our robust system 
... repelled this attack, did 
not crash, and completed its 
mission.” 

Kelly said the votes had 
not been tampered with in 
the NDP contest. 

He noted Scytl, a Spanish 
company, will handle major 
elections in France and Mex¬ 
ico in the coming months, 
ones the municipality will 
watch closely.

It didn’t go quietly—but HRM’s 
proposed stadium did go. 

After more than an hour 
of discussion, Halifax regional 
council voted to shelve the pro¬ 
ject into a future capital plan 
and to look at purchasing Shan¬ 
non Park lands for it. 

It also means Halifax pulled 


out of the running Tuesday to 
host a portion of the 2015 FIFA 
Women’s World Cup of Soccer. 

“This is a very sad day for 
a councillor who was looking 
forward to hosting FIFA,” said 
Coun. Darren Fisher, who made 
the motion not to proceed. 

“The stadium project is not 
dead, but we lose a huge cata¬ 
lyst and hosting opportunity.” 

Several councillors, includ¬ 
ing Fisher, expressed frustra¬ 
tion with the province and its 
lack of support for the stadium. 
The New Democrats said a busi¬ 
ness case was not prepared in a 
manner to support a provincial 
investment, but Fisher coun¬ 
tered that a business case plus 
every other document they 
could want was given to them. 

He told reporters that if the 



province had gotten on board, 
the federal government and 
corporate sponsors would have 
as well. 

“I think the province of 
Nova Scotia let us down and 
I’m yet to know why,” Coun. 
Jim Smith agreed. 

Coun. Debbie Hum said 
they couldn’t get funding part¬ 
ners because a 10,000-perma- 
nent-seat stadium wasn’t big 


enough. 

“I’m disappointed, but as a 
taxpayer I think this is not the 
right time,” Coun. Dawn Sloane 
said. 

Some councillors were con¬ 
cerned by the added motion to 
consider Shannon Park for a 
sports complex — including a 
stadium — in the future. It was 
turned down as a possible site 
for the ditched Commonwealth 
Games bid because of costs, 
traffic and other issues. But on 
Tuesday, council voted 17-6 to 
explore the Shannon Park site. 

Going against the flow, 
Coun. Peter Lund said he was 
neither disappointed nor sur¬ 
prised the city couldn’t attract 
funding partners because he 
didn’t think there was ever a 
business case for a stadium. 


Women’s World Cup 


A kick in the 
headfor 
city's FIFA 
aspirations 

The Canadian Soccer As¬ 
sociation, the governing 
body of the sport, released 
a statement on Tuesday 
saying it was disappointed 
that council nixed Hali¬ 
fax’s hosting bid for the 
Women’s World Cup. 

“It is unfortunate that 
Halifax will not be in a 
position to host the FIFA 


Women’s World Cup Can¬ 
ada 2015,” the CSA said. 

“We certainly hope 
that in the future the 
City of Halifax will 
construct a major facility 
suitable for the sport of 
soccer where the Can¬ 
adian Soccer Association 
will be able to host major 
international friendly 
matches.” 

The remaining cities in 
the running for hosting 
privileges coast-to-coast 
are Moncton, Edmonton, 
Vancouver, Winnipeg, 
Ottawa and Montreal.

The Boss looks set to be rock¬ 
ing it out in Moncton this sum¬ 
mer. 

According to the music 
website Atlantic Canada Rocks, 
Bruce Springsteen and the E 
Street Band have been signed 
to headline the 2012 Magnetic 
Hill Festival on Aug. 26. 

Atlantic Canada Rock re¬ 
ports the official announce¬ 
ment should be coming down 
soon from the City of Moncton. 

“Springsteen would be 
another great concert for the 
Maritimes,” said J.C. Douglas, 
program director at the classic- 
rock station Q104, about the 
rumoured show. “Slowly but 
surely all of rock’s royalties are 
coming, although I’d like to see 
a few more come to Halifax.” 

If a go, it would be another 
major score for Moncton. 
Springsteen could be as large 
as last year’s U2 concert at 
Magnetic Hill, which drew a 


crowd of about 75,000. 

Other top acts to hit Monc¬ 
ton in recent years include AC/ 
DC and The Rolling Stones. 

“Springsteen fans are in¬ 
credibly loyal,” said Douglas. 
“People will come from hours 
and miles around to see him.” 

The 62-year-old rocker is 
lined up to tour select Can¬ 
adian cities in late August for 
his latest release, Wrecking 
Ball — Springsteen’s first re¬ 
cord following the death of 
longtime E Street saxophonist 
Clarence Clemons.

Distress call

A large search-and-rescue oper¬ 
ation off the coast of Nova Sco¬ 
tia for three people missing 
from a stricken yacht took a 
twist Tuesday when the federal 
government announced it’s in¬ 
vestigating whether the boat 
was involved in human smug¬ 
gling. 

One man who was pulled 
from the Atlantic Ocean early 
Tuesday morning by search- 
and-rescue technicians was 
later pronounced dead, while 


five others were rescued. A 
search for three other people 
who were on board the SV Ta¬ 
basco 2 had failed to find them 
by early Tuesday evening. 

Public Safety Minister Vic 
Toews says a number of people 
who were rescued from the 
yacht, which experienced 
mechanical problems about 
150 kilometres south of Cape 
Sable Island, have claimed 
refugee status and the incident 
is being treated as a suspected 


case of human smuggling. 

In a statement, Toews does 
not say how many of the five 
people who were rescued have 
claimed refugee status, but he 
used the incident to push for 
passage of a new immigration 
law. 

“This tragedy highlights 
the need for speedy passage of 
the Protecting Canada’s Immi¬ 
gration System Act,” he said. 
“There is an enormous and un- 
necessaiy risk involved with 


the act of human smuggling. 
Our government’s message is 
clear to those contemplating a 
human smuggling operation — 
don’t do it.” 

The boat issued a distress 
call after running into trouble 
at about 10:30 p.m. Monday. 
The crew of a Cormorant heli¬ 
copter plucked three men from 
the water. 

Lt.-Col. Guy Leblanc, co-pilot 
of the Cormorant helicopter, 
said a technician was lowered 


down to the small sailboat as 
10-metre swells and winds gust- 
ing up to 90 kilometres an hour 


whipped up the waters around 
them sometime after they ar¬ 
rived at 3 a.m. the Canadian press 



Service fees 
won't increase:

Former officers 
launch class-action suit

A former Nanaimo police 
constable filed a class- 
action lawsuit against the 
RCMP Tuesday alleging 
widespread systemic dis¬ 
crimination in the force 
against female officers, 
civilian members and civil- 
service employees. 

More than 150 RCMP of¬ 
ficers have signed on since 
former RCMP Cpl. Cather¬ 
ine Galliford came forward 
with explosive allegations 
of harassment on the job 
last November, although 
Galliford is not participat¬ 
ing in the class-action suit. 

The suit, filed by former 
Const. Janet Merlo, claims 
she suffered depression and 
post-traumatic stress disor¬ 
der as a result of 20 years of 
discrimination and harass¬ 
ment at the Nanaimo RCMP 
detachment. 

“It’s too late for me,” 
said Merlo in a statement 
released by her lawyers, 
“but I hope that this lawsuit 
will bring about some posi¬ 
tive change for women who 
are still with the RCMP and 
women who join in the fu¬ 
ture.” 

The notice of claim al¬ 
leges male members at 
Merlo’s detachment planted 



sex toys around the office, 
yelled at her when she got 
pregnant with her first 
child and told her to keep 
her legs closed, and fre¬ 
quently made overt sexual 
comments and advances to¬ 
ward her. 

Thunder Bay lawyer 
Alexander Zaitzeff is one of 
nine legal experts working 
on the case. 

Zaitzeff said the central 
issue in the case “is the 
paramilitary culture within 
the RCMP, in which there 
is an abuse of authority 
that occurs.”

Hackers. Scytl Canada 
says hundreds of 
thousands of false vote 
requests sent 


More than 10,000 “malevo¬ 
lent” Internet addresses were 
used to jam the NDP leader¬ 
ship convention’s online 
voting system, according to 
the tech company that ran 
the vote. 

The denial-of-service at¬ 
tack delayed voting for sev¬ 
eral hours and pushed the 
crowning of new NDP Lead¬ 
er Thomas Mulcair late into 
Saturday evening. 

Some observers of the 
weekend convention im¬ 
mediately claimed the tech¬ 
nical delays as evidence 
that New Democrats are not 
ready to govern. 

But a statement Tuesday 
from Scytl Canada, which 
ran the online vote, de¬ 
scribed Saturday’s cyber-at- 
taclc as an organized, profes¬ 
sional and illegal effort. 

“We deeply regret the 
inconvenience to NDP vot¬ 
ers caused by this malicious, 
massive, orchestrated at¬ 
tempt to thwart democracy,” 


Susan Crutchlow, the gener¬ 
al manager of Scytl Canada, 
said in a release. 

“We are proud, however, 
that our robust system, 
which is used by many gov¬ 
ernments around the world, 
repelled this attack, did not 
crash, and completed its 
mission of giving all NDP 
members who wished to 
vote the opportunity to do 
so securely.” 

The Spanish-based com¬ 
pany also thanked the party 


for its patience with the long 
delays caused by the attack. 

Scytl said “many hun¬ 
dreds of thousands” of false 
voting requests were sent to 
the system. 

“This effectively ‘jammed 
up the pipe’ into the vot¬ 
ing system, delaying voter 
access,” said the company 
statement. 

The so-called “botnet” 
used computers around the 
world, but mainly in Canada.

UN envoy Kofi Annan said 
Tuesday he has received the 
backing of both Syria and 
China for his plan for a nego¬ 
tiated end to the bloody Syr¬ 
ian conflict. 

Annan believes Syria’s ac¬ 
ceptance of the peace plan is 
an important first step that 
now needs to be immediately 
implemented, his spokesman 
said. 

A Paris-based member of 
the opposition Syrian Nation¬ 
al Council said it welcomes 
the Syrian government’s deci¬ 
sion. 

“We hope that we can 
move toward a peace pro¬ 
cess,” Bassma Kodmani said 
by telephone. 

Annan, who is also an en¬ 
voy for the Arab League, told 
reporters after meeting with 
Chinese Premier Wen Jiabao 
in Beijing on Tuesday that he 
had received a “positive” re¬ 



sponse from Syria as well as 
support from China. 

He said he received a simi¬ 
lar commitment from Russia 
over the weekend. 

“We’ve had very good dis¬ 
cussions about the situation 
in Syria. And they have of¬ 
fered me their foil support,” 
Annan said after the meeting 
with Wen. 

Wen said work on a solu¬ 
tion to the crisis is at a “critic¬ 
al juncture,” adding that 
China backed Annan’s media¬ 
tion efforts.

The Obama administration 
seemed wary Tuesday that 
President Bashar Assad’s 
regime may use its apparent 
willingness to compromise as 
cover to press on with a year¬ 
long political crackdown. 


Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton cautiously welcomed 
the Syrian government’s 
endorsement of the six-point 
plan that calls for an immedi¬ 
ate ceasefire with rebels. She 
said it was an important step 
toward peace but stressed 
that Assad now has to deliver. 

“Given Assad’s history of 
over-promising and under¬ 
delivering, that commitment 
must now be matched by im¬ 


mediate action,” Clinton told 
reporters in Washington. “We 
will judge Assad’s sincerity 
and seriousness by what he 
does, not by what he says. If 
he is ready to bring this dark 
chapter in Syria’s histoiy to 
a close, he could prove it by 
immediately ordering regime 
forces to stop firing and begin 
withdrawing from populated 
areas.”

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Police fear French gunman may have had help

A video apparently showing a 
Muslim gunman’s attacks on 
soldiers and a Jewish school 
was sent to the Al-Jazeera 
news network — but not by 
him, French police said Tues¬ 
day, raising the spectre of a 
possible accomplice. 

Al-Jazeera on Tuesday de¬ 
cided not to air a video that 
seems to have been filmed 
from the killer’s point of view 
and includes the cries of his 
victims. 

The decision came after 
President Nicolas Sarkozy 
asked the network not to 
broadcast it. 

While French politicians 
describe gunman Mohamed 
Merah as a “lone wolf” ter¬ 
rorist, his brother is behind 
bars on suspicion of helping 
in the attacks and police are 


continuing to look for poten¬ 
tial accomplices. 

A French official close to 
the investigation said the 
video was not sent by Merah, 
a 23-year-old Frenchman 
who was killed in a shoot¬ 
out Thursday after a 32-hour 
standoff with police at his 
apartment building in Tou¬ 
louse. 

Another official said the 
envelope sent to Al-Jazeera 
contained a Wednesday post¬ 
mark from a large postal pro¬ 
cessing centre for the area 
around Toulouse, meaning it 
was unclear exactly where it 
was mailed from. He could 
not say anything about who 
may have sent the video. 

The first official said a 
technical analysis had con¬ 
cluded that it was not sent

by Merah but did not indicate 
whether that analysis includ¬ 
ed fingerprints, DNA, surveil¬ 
lance or other data.

Merah was in his apart¬ 
ment, surrounded by police, 
from well before dawn Wed¬ 
nesday until he was killed 
Thursday morning. Police did 
not elaborate on why they 
think he did not put the pack¬ 
age into the mail before then. 

Prosecutors have said that 
Merah filmed all of his at¬ 
tacks, which began March 11 
with the murder of a French 
soldier. Before the spree 
ended, two more soldiers and 
three Jewish children and a 
rabbi were killed, while an¬ 
other student and another 
paratrooper were wounded. 

Police said Merah claimed

The parents of Trayvon 
Martin, the 17-year-old 
gunned down by a neigh¬ 
bourhood-watch volunteer 
who believed he looked 
suspicious, are on Capitol 
Hill on Tuesday to attend a 
congressional forum look¬ 
ing into racial profiling and 
hate crimes. 

Their visit to the U.S. 
capital comes as the nation¬ 
wide uproar over their un¬ 
armed son’s death enters a 
sadly typical phase in many 
high-profile, emotionally 
charged American crime 
cases: blaming the victim. 

Tracy Martin and Sybrina 
Fulton believe their son, 
wearing a hoodie and 
walking in a gated Florida 
community on a rainy Feb¬ 
ruary night, aroused George 
Zimmerman’s suspicions 
because of his race. 

Zimmerman, a white 
Hispanic, says he acted in 
self-defence. He claims the 
youth beat him prior to the 
shooting after he followed 
Martin in his SUV despite a 
9-11 dispatcher telling him 
not to do so.

Martin and Fulton have 
accused the man’s lawyers 
and local police of a smear 
campaign in recent days as 
investigators face an ever¬ 
growing barrage of criticism 
for failing make an arrest in 
the Feb. 26 shooting. 

“They’ve killed my son, 
and now they’re trying to 
kill his reputation,” Fulton 
said this week.

The U.S. Supreme Court’s more 
conservative justices sharply 
questioned a core provision of 
President Barack Obama’s his¬ 
toric health- care reforms Tues¬ 
day, raising doubts about the 
fate of the requirement that all 
Americans must buy insurance 
coverage or face a penalty. 

The court’s ruling on the 
constitutionality of the law 
— expected in June, during 
the heat of the presidential 
re-election campaign — will 
affect the lives of nearly every 
American and stands to deep¬ 
en already wide ideological 
divisions. 


Justices pressed the govern¬ 
ment’s lawyer about the right 
of Congress to force Americans 
to buy a product. 

“If the government can 
do that, what else can it” do?

Protection and Affordable Care 


Act. 

The Democrat-appointed 
liberal minority of four justices 
was expected to vote to uphold 
the Obama plan.

Summit aims to 
secure all nuclear 
material by 2014 


Security risk. Some 
countries have 
struggled to secure 
their stocks or have 
ties to militant groups 


Material that can be used to 
make nuclear bombs is stored 
in scores of buildings spread 
across dozens of countries. 

Nearly 60 world leaders 
who gathered Tuesday in 
Seoul for a nuclear security 
summit agreed to work on 
securing and accounting for 
all nuclear material by 2014. 

But widespread fear lin¬ 
gers about the safety of nu¬ 
clear material in countries in¬ 
cluding former Soviet states, 
Pakistan, North Korea, Iran 
and India. 

While the threat of nuclear 
terrorism is considered lower 
now than a decade ago, espe¬ 
cially after the death of Osama 



bin Laden, the nightmare scen¬ 
ario of a terrorist exploding a 
nuclear bomb in a major city 
isn’t necessarily the far-fetched 
stuff of movies. 

“It would not take much, 
just a handful or so of these 
materials, to kill hundreds of 
thousands of innocent people 


and that’s not an exaggera¬ 
tion — that’s the reality that 
we face,” President Barack 
Obama told world leaders at 
the meeting. 

Building a nuclear weapon 
isn’t easy, but a bomb similar 
to the one that obliterated 
Hiroshima is “veiy plausibly 
within the capabilities of a so¬ 
phisticated terrorist group,” 
according to Matthew Bunn, 
an associate professor at Har¬ 
vard University’s John F. Ken¬ 
nedy School of Government. 

The Nuclear Threat In¬ 
itiative, a Washington-based 
non-proliferation group that 
tracks the security of world 
nuclear stockpiles, said in a 
January report that 32 coun¬ 
tries have weapons-usable 
nuclear materials. 

Some countries, such as the 
United States, maintain strict 
controls already. However 
others, including Russia and 
other former Soviet republics, 
have struggled to secure their

Terrorist 
detonation not 
‘end of the world’ 

Hollywood has destroyed 
Washington — or New York 
or L.A. — many times with 
nuclear bombs detonated 
by terrorists. It turns out to 
be harder in real life. 

A U.S. government study 
analyzed the likely effects 
from terrorists setting off 
a 10-kiloton nuclear device 
a few blocks north of the 
White House. 

It predicted terrible 
devastation for roughly 
one kilometre in every 
direction, with buildings 
reduced to rubble the way 
that Second World War 
bombing raids destroyed 
parts of Berlin. 

But outside that blast 
zone, the study conclud¬ 
ed, even such a nuclear 
explosion would be pretty 
survivable. 

“It’s not the end of the 
world,” said Randy Larsen, 
a retired Air Force colonel 
and founding director of 
the Institute for Home¬ 
land Security. “It’s not a 
Cold War scenario.” 

The government study 
predicted 323,000 injur¬ 
ies, with more than 45,000 
dead, the associated press 


A 37-year-old U.S. man injured 
in a 1997 gun accident has 
been given a new face, teeth, 
tongue and jaw in what doctors 
say is the most extensive face 
transplant ever performed. 

University of Maryland 
Medical Center officials an¬ 
nounced Tuesday that Richard 
Norris is recovering well after 
last week’s surgeiy, beginning 
to feel his face and already 
brushing his teeth and shaving. 
He’s also regained his sense of 
smell, which he had lost after 
the accident. 

Norris has spent the past 15 
years living as a recluse, and 


the transplant will give him his 
life back, said lead surgeon Dr. 
Eduardo Rodriguez. 

“Before, people used to 
stare at Richard because he 
wore a mask and they wanted 
to see the deformity,” Rod¬ 
riguez said. “Now, they have 
another reason to stare at 
him, and it’s really amazing.” 

The 36-hour operation was 
the most extensive because it 
included transplantation of 
the teeth, tongue, upper and 
lower jaw and all facial tissue 
from the scalp to the base of 
the neck, Rodriguez said.

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Facebook suicide shocks the world 


Gruesome chat. No 

one alerts police; some 
beg woman to stop 


A woman in Taiwan killed 
herself by inhaling poisonous 
fumes while chatting with 
friends on Facebook, and 
none of them alerted author¬ 
ities, police said Tuesday. 

Claire Lin killed herself 


on her 31st birthday, March 
18, and family members who 
reported her suicide were 
unaware of the Facebook con¬ 
versations that accompanied 
it, Taipei police officer Hsieh 
Ku-ming said. 

Lin’s last Facebook entries 
show her chatting with nine 
friends, alerting them to her 
gradual asphyxiation. One 
picture uploaded from her 
mobile phone depicts a char¬ 
coal barbecue burning next 


to two stuffed animals. An¬ 
other shows the room filled 
with fumes. 

One friend identified as 
Chung Hsin told Lin, “Be 
calm, open the window, put 
out the charcoal fire, please, 
I beg you.” 

Lin replied: “The fumes 
are suffocating. They fill my 
eyes with tears. Don’t write 
me anymore.” 

A few of the Facebook 
friends chatting with her 


tried to stop her and track 
her down on their own, but 
none called police. Chung did 
not respond to attempts to 
reach him for comment. 

Lin’s last words, in Chi¬ 
nese, were: “Too late. My 
room is filled with fumes. I 
just posted another picture. 
Even while I’m dying, I still 
want FB (Facebook). Must be 
FB poison. Haha.” 

Lin’s Facebook postings 
indicated she was unhappy 
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because her boyfriend was 
ignoring her, and had failed 
to return home to be with 
her on her birthday. Her boy¬ 
friend found her body the 
next morning and alerted her 
family, Hsieh said. 

Hsieh said he regretted 
that none of her friends called 
police during the 67-minute 
episode, but he added it may 
have been difficult for them 
to know her whereabouts.

Fraud. U.S. soldier 
accused of defrauding 
Microsoft co-founder 


AU.S. soldier’s alleged scheme 
to defraud one of the world’s 
richest men has landed him in 
federal custody. 

In a criminal complaint 
unsealed Monday, federal in¬ 
vestigators allege Brandon Lee 
Price changed the address on 
a bank account held by Micro¬ 
soft co-founder Paul Allen, 
then had a debit card sent to 
his home so he could use it 
for payments on a delinquent 
Armed Forces Bank account 
and personal expenses. 

Price was absent without 
leave at the time. 

Price called Citibank in 
January and changed the ad¬ 
dress on an account held by 
Allen from Seattle to Pitts¬ 
burgh, then called back three 
days later to say he’d lost his

debit card and asked for a new 
one to be sent to him, an FBI 
investigator said.

tobacco smuggling

A large chunk of the world is 
closing in on a treaty to crack 
down on tobacco smuggling, 
a practice that is estimated to 
cost governments up to $50 bil¬ 
lion in tax revenue each year, 
the World Health Organization 
said Tuesday 

Diplomats from 174 WHO 
member states are expected to 
have a draft treaty by the time 
they meet in South Korea later 
this year, the global body said. A 
handful of countries including 
the United States, Indonesia, 
Argentina, Switzerland and 15 
others are not participating in 
the negotiations, meaning the 


treaty wouldn’t apply there un¬ 
less they join later. 

Negotiators meeting in 
Geneva on Thursday still need 
to bridge differences on issues 
such as duty free and Inter¬ 
net sales, supply chain track¬ 
ing and extradition of alleged 
smugglers. If those issues are 
resolved, a draft will be put to 
countries meeting in Seoul on 
Nov. 12-17. 

A key part of the treaty is a 
planned tracking system that 
will require all cigarette pack¬ 
ages to be marked in such a 
way that customs officials can 
trace their origin. 

WHO’s Dr. Haile Nikogosian. 
said this would help law en¬ 
forcement authorities deter¬ 
mine the route by which to¬ 
bacco products are smuggled, 
something he said often hap¬ 
pens with the consent of ciga¬ 
rette manufacturers. 

“Many criminal activities 
are fueled and organized by the 



industry,” he told reporters in 
Geneva. At least 10 per cent of 
worldwide cigarette sales are 
estimated to result from smug¬ 
gling.

Today’s parents, 
so the theory goes, are so 
anxious to prevent little Lo¬ 
gan or Olivia from experien¬ 
cing Early Disappointment 
Syndrome (I made that up) 
they’ll turn an Easter egg 
hunt into blood sport. If 
Olivia falls victim to EDS, 
her self-esteem will suffer 
and she won’t be able to 
get into the best schools 
and take her rightful place 
among the Masters and Mis¬ 
tresses of the Universe. 

It’s the same at the rink, 
the soccer pitch, the birth¬ 
day party, dance class and 
wherever else helicopter 
parents hover. My favourite 
is that millennial kids are now taking their parents to 
their job interviews so that Mr. and Ms. Helicopter can 
make sure Olivia gets a fair shake during the interview 
and the inevitable negotiation that follows. 

We’ve come a long way from the days when my genera¬ 
tion was growing up: our parents used to throw us out of 
the cave in the morning with instructions to go and frolic 
with the mastodons and the sabre-toothed tigers while 
they pursued their Mad Men dreams and schemes.

I used to take 
big hits in the hope I would get injured and be able to go 
into the shack and sit next to the heater. 

Now kids play in world-class arenas or stadiums, com¬ 
plete with team doctors and publicists. And a squadron of 
helicopter parents, hovering in formation like killer bees. 

Making sure nothing interesting happens to their kids. 

But let’s see what I can do. Kid? Listen up. There’s no 
such thing as the Easter Bunny anyway.

It’s been 15 years since Titan¬ 
ic reduced us all to sobbing 
wrecks, and smashed box- 
office records. 

Now James Cameron’s 
classic is being reissued 
in eye-popping 3D and we 
caught up with its sharp-suit¬ 
ed villain Cal Hockley, also 
known as Billy Zane. 

How did the original Titanic 
change your life? 

It was an incredible calling 
card. Titanic was an invita¬ 


tion to the tables of sover¬ 
eign leaders for whatever 
you wanted to leverage, in 
my case charities. It was a 
game-changer, and a great 
honour to be canonized in 
the pantheon of significant 
movies. 

Having played such a villain 
— are you worried about a 
new wave of unpopularity 
with the 3D release? 

Oh, been there, done that, 
I’m well versed from the first 
time. 

There’s actually been a 
new perspective on Cal. Per¬ 
haps revisiting the movie 
has helped people see him 
through a different lens and 
have more sympathy. 

You’re not experiencing 
hostility? 

Men say I was a terrible 
shot and women are in two 


camps. The ones who were 
swept up in Leo-mania and 
can’t believe I was in the way 
of true love, and the slyer 
ones with an appetite for 
jewelry who thought Rose 
was mad to leave Cal. 

The most important thing 
for me was to mine under¬ 
standing. The burden of the 
era was placed upon him too; 
he had a lot to manage. Col¬ 
lectively we were always ana¬ 
lyzing, looking for opportun¬ 
ities to disarm the audience. 

Does a real man make his 
own luck? 

But of course. 

Would you have liked any¬ 
thing about living in 1912? 

Life before cellphones! Also 
the lost art of craftsman¬ 
ship. I miss things being 
well made. Architecture and 
craftsmanship standards in 


general have fallen. 

How do you and the ocean 
get along? 

I forged my career at sea in 
Dead Calm, where I played a 
nutter on a boat. I do well at 
sea, the boats just got bigger. 
In real life? It makes it very 
hard to charter one. 

What will audiences get 
out of this reissue? 

It depends what audience. 
Most have seen the film be¬ 
fore, so they’re going in with 
comforting expectation. 

It’s much like seeing 
an anthem band from the 
1980s; waiting for the big 
hit, fired up nostalgically for 
when the first chord hits and 
you’re transported to a time 
and place. 

The device of 3D allows 
the filmmaker to keep the 
audience off balance — it’s 


an unpredictable space that 
allows heartstrings to be ma¬ 
nipulated. 

After 3D, what other new 
forms of Titanic could be 
created? 

I think a role-play game in 
real time from the moment 
of impact or just before is 
probably something they 
might consider. 

It’s easy to forget this is all 
based on a historic tragedy. 
How has all this affected 
you? 

More so than before. I saw a 
segment of the voyage on the 
(BBC) One Show I had never 
seen before. While watching 
it I had a very uneasy feeling. 
For the original, the tragedy 
hadn’t hit me. We were al¬ 
ways caught up in the arti¬ 
fice of film. Now it’s differ¬ 
ent, I feel the weight.

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) vegetable oil 

• 1 pkg (350 g) extra firm tofu, 
patted dry and cut into cubes 

• 250 g (1/2 lb) boneless, skin¬ 
less turkey breast, thinly sliced 

• 1 red bell pepper, sliced 

• 1 head broccoli, cut into florets 

• 1 head bok choy, sliced 

• 4 cloves garlic, minced 

• 2 ml (1/2 tsp) crushed red 
pepper flakes 

• 250 ml (1 cup) turkey or 
chicken broth 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) smooth pea¬ 
nut butter 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) rice vinegar 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) soy sauce 

• Fresh peanuts, for garnish 


1. In pot of boiling water, 
cook noodles for about 5 min¬ 
utes; drain well. 

2. In large non-stick skillet 
heat oil over medium-high 
heat. Brown tofu and transfer 
to a plate. Add turkey to skillet 
and cook for about 2 minutes 
per side. Transfer to plate. Add 
red pepper, broccoli, bok choy, 
garlic, red pepper flakes and 
broth to skillet.

As the new Master Model 
Builder of LEGOLAND Dis¬ 
covery Center Chicago, 
23-year-old Andrew Johnson 
designs 3D LEGO models for 
the families that visit. 

Last week, he completed 


his first display since start¬ 
ing full-time at the begin¬ 
ning of the month. 

“I just made a cardinal 
— that’s the state bird of Il¬ 
linois,” he tells us. “It’s a lot 
of fun to be able to design 
something and watch it 
come into creation so fast.” 

Plenty of aspects of the 
job could be described as “a 
lot of fun,” which is why the 
position isn’t easy to come 

by- 

There are only four mas¬ 
ter model builders in the 
U.S. and an additional eight 
abroad. Johnson landed the 
gig after competing against 
eight other finalist appli¬ 
cants in a “build-off,” dur¬ 
ing which he created a rep¬ 


lica of Chicago’s Daley Plaza 
Picasso sculpture, a model 
of the Lorax using less than 
40 LEGO pieces and an espe¬ 
cially tricky audience-mem¬ 
ber request: a violin and a 
hands-free harmonica. 

For now, Johnson — who 
is one credit shy of a degree 
in history from DePaul Uni¬ 
versity — isn’t concerned 
with big-picture career 
questions or especially 
eager to join his friends in 
the cubicles. 

“It’s one of the only toys 
I can think of that you don’t 
grow out of,” Johnson says 
of LEGOs. “I’m going to stay 
here as long as I’m having 
fun — which I can see being 
a long time.” 


Piece by piece 


His style 

Johnson has been playing 
with LEGOs since he was 
a child, but sharpened his 
skills while working at a 
camp where the toys were 
used to teach architecture 
and engineering. “There 
are people who have a lot 
of kits, but I’m more of 
a ff ee-builder -1 haven’t 
used instructions in a long 
time,” he says. “I don’t buy 
kits, just the basic building 
blocks. It’s a lot of trial and 
error.”

The sound of jubilant 
Halifax Mooseheads fans 
could still be heard echo¬ 
ing through Moncton Coli¬ 
seum a half-hour after Brent 
Andrews broke the home 
team’s hearts. 

The Mooseheads, in front 
of a small but boisterous 
contingent of travelling 
fans, completed a four- 
game sweep of the Monc¬ 
ton Wildcats in the QMJHL 
first round on Tuesday night 
when Andrews lifted his 
team to a 5-4 victory at 4:06 
of overtime. 

The 19-year-old forward 
made no mistake tapping 
the puck into an open net 
after he stormed down the 
middle on a rush and took 


a perfect centring pass from 
captain Cameron Critchlow. 

“That’s definitely my 
biggest goal ever,” Andrews 
said after a raucous cele¬ 
bration in the Mooseheads 
dressing room. 

“It was really special and 
I’m going to cherish this for¬ 
ever.” 

After lopsided wins of 
four, three and six goals, 
the series-clinching victory 
showcased the Mooseheads’ 
flair for the dramatic. 

Falling behind 3-0 in the 
first period and 4-2 going 
into the third, the Moose¬ 
heads fired blanks on nine 
of 10 power plays. The Wild¬ 
cats — playing their best 
game of the series — looked 
poised to force a Game 5 on 
Friday in Halifax. 

But Czech winger Martin 
Frlc scored on a bullet from 
between the circles at 3:06 
of the third to cut Monc¬ 
ton’s lead to 4-3, setting 
the stage for rookie Nathan 
MacKinnon to score perhaps 
the biggest and nicest goal 
of his QMJHL career.

Final Four. Kentucky 
star and top NBA draft 
prospect reflects on 
whirlwind year 


Anthony Davis walked back 
into Kentucky’s hotel in Atlan¬ 
ta at the South Regional when 
a young girl approached. 

“She got on her knees and 
bowed down to me like I was 
a king and said, ‘Bow to the 
Brow.’ She was like five or six,” 
Davis said in an interview with 
The Associated Press. “I just 
started laughing. Man, fans of 
all ages, Kentucky is crazy and 
I just love it.” 

Davis and his unibrow are a 
perfect fit. 

He’s a fim-loving teenager 
who has swatted away and 
dunked enough basketballs to 
become the most dominating 
player in the college ranks. 

His steady play and calm 
demeanour amid the crazy 
fanbase makes it easy to forget 
he just turned 19 on March 
11. He’s the anchor of the 
Wildcats’ defence and a fero¬ 
cious shot-blocker, leading the 


NCAA with 175 rejections. 

But off the court, Davis said 
he’s a normal teenager. 

“I’m a very cool guy, very 
laid back. I like to play video 
games,” Davis said. “I like play¬ 
ing pranks on people. It’s fun, 


livens up their spirits a little 
bit. 

The Wildcats (36-2) play 
in-state rival Louisville (30-9) 
Saturday in the Final Four for 
a berth in the national title 
game. Davis will play his usual 


role, saying he’s fine after 
banging his left knee in the 
South Regional final against 
Baylor. 

Along the way to New Or¬ 
leans, Davis has won nearly 
every major award and was 
named to AP’s All-America 
team this week. It’s pretty 
heady stuff for a kid who was 
just six-foot-two in high school 
as a sophomore and tiying to 
figure out a complicated path 
to the NBA. 

Then, an eight-inch growth 
spurt turned him into the na¬ 
tion’s most in-demand high 
school prospect. 

“I’m not even sure how it 
happened. But I’m glad it hap¬ 
pened,” Davis said. 

With several potential first- 
round NBA draft picks on the 
Kentucky roster, Davis realizes 
that New Orleans will likely be 
the last time this group takes 
the floor together. 

“I remember it like it was 
yesterday, like, ‘I can’t wait for 
this first game. I’m going to 
be nervous, first chance put¬ 
ting on a Kentucky uniform,”’ 
Davis said. “It was great, but 
now it’s about to be over.”

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Natural gas to liquid is fuel for thought

We’ve heard a lot lately about 
electricity’s potential as an 


alternative fuel, but natural 
gas keeps hanging around the 
fuel discussion, like a bad gas. 

But it’s a good gas. North 
America has lots. It burns 
cleaner than crude oil fuel. 
It’s relatively cheap. 

But there’s always a catch, 
isn’t there? 

The catch with natural gas 
is that it doesn’t transport or 
store very well. People tend to 
build just enough pipes and 


storage tanks for their needs, 
be it home heating or mu¬ 
nicipal car and truck fleets. 
Any uptick in demand and 
use would require a commen¬ 
surate increase in expensive 
infrastructure. 

And because you can’t 
store a lot of it, the price of 
natural gas is more suscept¬ 
ible to drops in demand. 
When demand drops, prices 
fall easily, a phenomenon

that doesn’t bode well for in¬ 
creased production and infra¬ 
structure development. 

So I was struck recently 
by a news report stating that 
the biggest, baddest gasoline 
producer on the planet, Royal 
Dutch Shell, is seriously in¬ 
creasing its bet on natural 
gas. 

Not only that, but this year 
will see it produce — for the 
first time — more natural gas 
than crude, on an oil equiva¬ 
lent basis. Shell also expects 
natural gas to continue to 
grow as a proportion of its 
production in the coming 
years. 

Among the areas Shell in¬ 
tends to investigate is liquefy¬ 


ing the gas so it compacts sig¬ 
nificantly and consequently 
ships easier, for possible over¬ 
seas export, and more nat¬ 
ural gas made into synthetic 
diesel fuel. Shell already has 
a big gas-to-liquids operation 
in Qatar. 

I asked energy expert Gail 
Tverberg of The Oil Drum 
forum, Our Infinite World 
blog, if gas-to-liquid leans 
more toward science fiction 
than mainstream. She noted 
the technology is well de¬ 
veloped, but it’s expensive. 
Natural gas has to be signifi¬ 
cantly cooled to get into a 
liquid state, cooled all along 
its transport route, and then 
it needs to go back to its gas¬ 


eous state before being deliv¬ 
ered to the end user. 

Converting it directly into 
a permanent liquid fuel, like 
synthetic diesel, requires very 
expensive processing that 
has so far limited its use as a 
transportation fuel. 

“It’s like any energy re¬ 
source,” notes Tverberg. “You 
take the best resource first, 
which tends to be cheaper. 
Then you go to the resour¬ 
ces that are harder to extract 
or more difficult to obtain. 
That’s what we’re doing now. 
Natural gas is more difficult 

Difficult and alternative, 
just like a teenager. Surely at 
some point it has to grow up.

This isn’t 
a huge issue if diagnosed 
properly. 

Check for proper and quiet 
operation from the climate- 
control fan and temperature 
controls. A ticking noise when 
the fan is working could be 
caused by a loose or broken 
cover. Ensure the power sun¬ 
roof is working, along with the 
turn signals. Note that a lumpy 
or awkward idle could be 
caused by a malfunction in the 
engine computer, which would 
require reprogramming to fix. 
Finally, avoid the CVT trans¬ 
mission — which was axed 
from the powertrain lineup 
due to reliability issues. 


Verdict 


Avoid a used Ion model with 
the CVT transmission, and 
you’ll likely enjoy a unique, 
cheap-to-run compact car 
with affordable pricing and a 
good sense of style.

Whether we wanted it, the age 
of the electric car is upon us and 
their numbers are slowly grow¬ 
ing. While most of the better- 
known brands are being built 
by mainstream automakers 
such as General Motors, Ford, 
Nissan and Mitsubishi, perhaps 
the best out-of-the-box thinking 
is coming from boutique auto¬ 
makers. 

In this group is Tesla Motors, 
a Palo Alto, Calif., company 
founded by Elon Musk, creator 
of online money-transfer sys¬ 
tem Pay Pal. 

Tesla (named for electrical 
development pioneer Nikola 
Tesla) has, since 2006, sold 
more than 2,100 of its $125,000- 
plus two-seater Roadster model. 
But, as a company spokesman 
explained at die North Amer¬ 
ican International Auto Show 
in January, the Lotus Elise- 
based sports car’s true import¬ 
ance was as a test bed for Tesla’s 
electric powertrain technology. 
The next phase in the brand’s 
development is the Model S 
four-door sedan, which will 
launch this summer. The car is

being constructed at a plant in 
Fremont, Calif., that had been 
jointly operated by General Mo¬ 
tors and Toyota. 

like all Tesla vehicles, the 
Model S operates on electric 
power only. It does not use 
a gasoline engine to gener¬ 
ate electrical energy, as is the 
case with the Chevrolet Volt, 
which lacks the Model S’s elec¬ 
tric range. It’s a highly unique 
vehicle on several fronts. 

The aluminum-bodied, full- 
size four-door hatchback is 
roughly the same size as BMW’s 
5-series hatchback. However, 
the Model S design has more 
luggage space with the 60:40 
back seat up or folded, not in¬ 
cluding an additional storage 
area under the hood. 

Under the hood? Well, the 
306-horsepower electric motor 
is actually positioned between 
the rear wheels, while the 
liquid-cooled hthium-ion bat¬ 
tery layout unobtrusively forms 
part of a rigid platform that 
connects to the front and rear 
suspension. 

Inside, the Model S can seat 
five adults plus two pint-sized, 
rear-facing passengers in the 
optional fold-up third row, not 
unlike those old station wagons 
of the 1950s and ’60s. 

Tesla claims the 40 kilowatt/ 
hour (kWh) batteries in the 
base model are good for up to 
about 255 kilometres on a full 



charge. The range increases to 
about 365 kilometres if the 60 
kWh powerpaclc is specified, 
while 480 kilometres is attain¬ 
able with the 85-lcWh option. 

Performance is also affect¬ 
ed, depending on the battery 
pack selected. Zero-to-60-m.p.h. 
(96 km/h) times vaiy from 6.5 
seconds for the 40 kWh cars, to 
5.6 seconds for the 85 kWh bat¬ 
teries (dropping to 4.4 seconds 
when the Performance version 
is specified). 

Top speed runs 175-200 
km/h, again depending on bat¬ 
tery capacity, but driving the 


Model S with a heavy foot will 
certainly curtail its advertised 
range. The Model S lacks a con¬ 
ventional transmission, but in¬ 
stead uses a controller to initi¬ 
ate forward and reverse. 

As with other electrics, char¬ 
ging the Model S can be accom¬ 
plished by plugging into a stan¬ 
dard 120-volt wall outlet from 
a port hidden behind the driv¬ 
er’s-side taillight. Tesla says that 
each hour of charging gives 
the car about 50 kilometres of 
range, but that doubles when 
the optional 240-volt high- 
power wall connector is used. 


At that rate, a full charge for 
the 85 kWh model should be all 
wrapped up in about five hours. 

Buy a fully-decked-out 85 
kWh Model S and Tesla says 
you’ll be able to access its new 
network of “Superchargers 
throughout North America” to 
give you about 255 kilometres 
of range in 30 minutes of char¬ 
ging. 

The equipment list for the 
base cars is near-luxury and 
includes a cloth interior, seven- 
speaker 200-watt audio system 
and 19-inch wheels. Leather is 
optional as is a panoramic glass 


roof, carbon-fibre trim, power 
liftgate and 21-inch wheels. 

The Model S represents 
Tesla’s first in-house-designed 
vehicle and will be followed 
in 2014 by the Model X. That 
taller, roomier version of the 
Model S will feature dual-motor 
all-wheel-drive and four gull¬ 
wing-style doors, called Falcon 
Wings. 

Unusual and unique, of 
course, but Tesla’s clean-sheet 
approach to emissions-free 
automobile design is what sep¬ 
arates it from just about every¬ 
thing else on the market.
